RIOT FUNDS 
Washington (ap) —Near, 
ly $4 million in federal funds, 
earmarked for riot control or 
prevention, will be distributed 
among 40 states, the Justice De­ 
partment announced Tuesday.

Grenade 
Attacks 
In Saigon 


SAIGON (AP) —Viet Cong 
terrorists launched two grenade 
attacks inside Saigon today and 
enemy troops struck a district 
town only 20 miles from the cap­ 
ital, killing civilinas and burn, 
ing down houses. 
The grenade attacks came as 
U.S. and South Vietnamese for­ 
ces in Saigon were on full alert 
for such incidetns. 
The first grenade exploded in 
front of the main Headquarters 
of the U.S. Agency for Interna­ 
tional Development. Witnesses 
said the grenade was thrown 
from a motorcycle on which two 
persons were riding. The ter­ 
rorists appeared to have es­ 
caped. 
Seven South Vietnamese civil­ 
ians, six of them AID employes, 
were wounded by the exploding 
grenade. No Americans were 
hurt, although hundreds of Am­ 
ericans were at work inside 
the eight story concrete build­ 
ing. 
Initial U.S. reports had said 
two South Vietnamese were kill­ 
ed and eight wounded, but this 
was revisad dgwarsrd.

HHH Calls For Probe

Humphrey has called for a blue 
ribbon citizens committee in­ 
vestigation into the roles of 
demonstrators, police and news 
media in the bloody protest dis - 
orders in Chicago. 
The Democratic presidential 
candidate made the proposal in 
New York Monday after march­ 
ing in a Labor Day parade up 
Fifth Avenue. 


Humphrey said the committee 
— whose members could include 
lawyers, sociologists, police 
and media representatives but 
not public officials — should 
focus on “the actions of the 
demonstrators, the conduct of 
the police and the role of the 
media." 


“ I don’t know who’s really in­ 
volved, everybody makes char­ 
ges and countercharges," Hum - 
phrey said. “ But I do think it 
was a sad enough picture to the 
American public that it neces­ 


sitates a very objective analy­ 
sis." 
He said a group such as the 
Ford Foundation could take the 
lead in forming the committee. 
Humphrey over the weekend 
defended Chicago Mayor Rich­ 
ard J. Daley’s police measures. 
But he said Monday he did not 
condone beating of demonstra­ 
tors with clubs and said he didn’t 
think Daley wanted to condone it 
either. 
Humphrey’s remarks were in 
interviews on education station 
WNDT -TV and for Barry Gray’s 
program on WMCA, both in 
New York. 
Third party presidential cand­ 
idate George C. Wallace said 
meanwhile “the mess in Chica­ 
go and the mess both national 
parties have gotten us into" 
have boosted his chances for 
election in November. 
“That crowd of demonstra­ 
tors in Chicago was trying to 
take over the city," Wallace 
said in Darlington, S. C., “ and 


they would have if it hadn’t been 
for the police." 
On the Republican side, pres­ 
idential candidate Richard M. 
Nixon’s 
camp rejected Hum­ 
phrey’s proposal that they Joint­ 
ly support the efforts of Paris 
peace negotiators — saying he 
already has Indicated such sup­ 
port. 
A statement Issued by Nixon’s 
campaign 
political director, 
Robert Ellsworth, called Hum­ 
phrey’s appeal “ a bit of old- 
style partisan hijinks." 
Nixon made clear last spring, 
Ellsworth said, that he would do 
and say nothing during the cam­ 
paign that would jeopardize 
America’s bargaining position 
in the exploratory talks for a 
Vietnam war solution. 
“If Mr. Humphrey wishes now 
to associate himself with that 
position,’' Ellsworth said, “ he 
is at liberty to do so."

eight-engine bombers 
struck eight times Monday night 
and today at suspected enemy 
positions west and northwest of 
Saigon, mostly 25 to 35 miles 
away from the capital. 
B52 raids have concentrated 
increasingly closer to Saigon in 
past days, 
indicating enemy 
units have slipped or fought 
their way through the outermost 
defense lines set up to protect 
the capital. But a senior U.S. 
source said it appeared that en­ 
emy units were not ready for a 
full-scale ground assault on Sai­ 
gon within the next few days. 


Viet Cong forces killed anoth­ 
er 20 clvilains, wounded 50 and 
burned down 85 houses in a 
heavy mortar attack and ground 
assault on Long Thanh, a dist­ 
rict town 20 miles east of Sai­ 
gon.

SAN DIEGO (AP)— San Diego 
police are warning juveniles 
that they face serious illness or 
death through the use of their 
newest fad in psychedelic sub- 
stances — jimson weed.

ment. 
The problem for parents who 
view the expenditure solely 
as an investment, however, is 
that they aren't likely to be a- 
round to count up the total 
payoff. Better to consider it 
a responsibility or a gift. 
Here are the results of the in- 
surance agents' study of the 
costs of tuition, fees and room- 
board for colleges throughout 
the country:

SAN DIEGO (A P )- San Diego 
police are warning juveniles 
that they face serious illness or 
death through the use of their 
newest fad in psychedelic sub­ 
stances — jimson weed. 
The common plant, called loco 
weed by its youthful devotees 
because of its hallucinatory ef­ 
fects, has shown up in a num­ 
ber of juvenile drug use cases 
recently and officers are con­ 
cerned that its continued use 
could have fatal consequences.

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TV News Could Be Better 


A recurrent, and justifiable, criticism of television news 


coverage is that it often is fragmentary. 
Viewers find that in 


order to gain real understanding of what has transpired in a 
situation of any complexity they must depend on reading about 
it in their newspaper. 


Obviously this is not something for a newspaper to object to. 
Newspaper people have long held—again, with solid justification— 
that daily newspaper reading is essential to a reasonably sound 
grasp of what is going on in the world. Having noted this caveat, 
we nevertheless maintain that the public would be better served 
if the television news people were more flexible and did not try 
to cram so much news into such a brief time. 


A com-nendable venture in breaking out of the format was 


made the other night by one of the major TV networks. Its 
regular half-hour evening news broadcast was expanded to an 
hour. There was plenty of grist for the mill—film coverage of 
the Czechoslovak occupation, Pope Paul's visit to Colombia, 
Vietnamese War news, the preliminaries of the Democratic 
national convention. Though some viewers may have felt that 
an hour of news was too much, those with a serious interest in 
learning about significant events must have applauded. 


Doubtless this approach could be justified by the network 


only when there is an exceptional flood of events. Devoting an 
hour to a thin news budget would be not only prohibitively ex. 
pensive but downright boring. The flexible use of TV news time 
cited above was, however, a gratifying effort that ought to be 
repeated. 


No Word From Stars 


We are not among those inclined to poke fun at astrologers. 


Though their art has its comic aspects—something it shares 
with many other serious endeavors—-we content ourselves with 
saying we don't fathom this mystery, and let it go at that. 


Even the most dedicated practitioner of occult science must 


see the humor, though, in the problem presented by Vice Presi. 
dent Humphrey. There the astrologers are, eager to predict 
Humphrey's political fortunes according to the immutable course 
of the stars, but they're stymed by one little thing; they can't 
find a record of the exact hour and minute of his birth. 


Even an error of a few minutes can bolix the works to such 


an extent that, as one frustrated astrologer put it, "it would throw 
off the whole prediction." So word from the stars is out. We'll 
all just have to wait arid see what happens.

Despite rigid cleanliness in the 
home and excellent 
hygiene 


habits, intestinal parasites or 
worms do occur in all social 


levels.

The pinworm. or 
Oxyuris 


Vermicularis, has no special 
regard fcr the social, the in- 
tellectual, the economic, or the 
geographical position of fam- 
ilies. 
Often, 
the 
symptoms 


jro unnoticed for a long- time 
because they are so vague. In 
southern, sub-tropical climates. 
pinworm infestations are so 
common that the condition us 
suspected in every child during 
a physical examination. 


Persistent r e c t a l itching, 


poor appetite, weakness, intes- 
tinal discomfort, cramps and 
unexplained nausea and vomit- 
ing suggest to physicians the 
possibility that such a parasite 
exists. The diagnosis is readily 
confirmed by microscopic ex- 
amination of the stool. 


In order to understand the 


frequency of this condition, let 
me show how this disease can 
be transmitted from one per- 
son to another. The eggs of 
the pinworm hatch and grow 
in the intestine. Because the 
worm is so irritating1, itching 
of the rectal area becomes in- 
tense. The cnild then scratches 
and thus contaminates his own 
fingers and, when he eats, in- 
t r o d u c e s the eggr into his 
mouth with his food and starts 
the cycle all over again. It ia 
common for all members of 
the family t/> beccme contami- 
nated. Adults who wash their 


hands before eating' are less 
likely to become infected. 


There are now a number of 


excellent, s a f e anti-parasite 
medicines which effectively de- 
stroy the parasite and cure the 
crndition. In order to avoid 
further contamination, r i g i d 
sanitation, must be maintained 
during; treatment and even af- 
ter the condition is thought to 
be controlled. 


Children and adults must 


wash their hands and finger- 
nails especially thoroughly, be- 
fore each meal. The finger- 
nails should be cut short and 
.scrubbed with a brush after 
going- to the toilet and before 
eatmp- 


Underclothes s h o u l d be 


char.gx-d daily and b a t h i n g 
twice a day is important. Each 
member of the family should 
have his cwn towel. The one 
used for the body should not 
be the same aa the one used 
for drying the face. Bedclothes 
s h o u l d be laundered daily. 
Children must be discouraged 
from putting- their hands in 
their mouths Toys, too, ;nuat 
be cleaned if re-infection is to 
be avoided. 


There is no s h a m e if a 


member rf the family has this 
condition. As I stated, it oc- 
curs on all social levels and 
energy should be devoted to 
cii'-ing the condition rather 
than pretending that it does 
not exist. It is only fair that 
the parents of other children, 
who are playmates, should be 
alerted that pin-worms exist 
and that there may be a need 
for careful observation.

amphitheater moments before

never been a secure dogma of 
democratic faith that the man 
who does well in the preferen» 
tial primaries should automati- 
cally be nominated.

Because Unruhwas with the 
good guys. 


And the good guys in Chicago, 


and that is the point of the 
whole thing, were the guys who 
held a particular, narrow point 
of view concerning the war in 
Vietnam. They and their cand- 
idate Eugene McCarthy were the 
lodestone of morality. Every- 
thing in Chicago, from police 
brutality to defective air con» 
ditioning, was construed as an 
antidemocratic plot. Because 
the crusaders by definition sup- 
posed that anything that conspir- 
ed against their victory was 
anti.moral, antidemocratic. So 
that they left the amphitheater 
searching for conventional rea. 
sons to justify their fractious- 
ness; in the case of some of 
them, to justify their departure 
from the Democratic Party. 


They are entitled their way, 


but the Democrats who nominat- 
ed Humphrey, who resist unilat- 
eral withdrawal from Vietnam, 
•who don't believe that irrup- 
tions of hippy idealism arc the 
source of political wisdom— 
they are entitled to make their 
case calmly, that Humphrey was 
fairly nominated, in context of 
American practice; that Me- 
Carthy had a great hearing;

WASHINGTON — Looking back 
over the ebb and flow, the 
mistakes, the achievements of 
the recent Democratic conven- 
tion, the most disruptive debate 
was that over peace in Vietnam. 
It left wounds that probably 
will not heal, either before or 
after November. 
The tragedy is that it didn't 
have to happen. 
If LBJ, sitting at his ranch 
in Texas, had taken his hands 
off the reins of the convention 
it wouldn't have happened at all. 
But he didn't. Instead he seem- 
ed more interested in vindica- 
tion for his own Vietnam policy 
than in the election of Hubert 
Humphrey next November. 


Here is the inside story of 


what happened; 


It began when the President 
insisted that his man, Repre- 
sentative Hale Boggs of New 
Orleans, head the platform 
committee, instead of Senator 
Ed Muskie of Maine, whom 
Humphrey wanted. Botts 
is 


highly 
competent, but 
HHH 


wanted Muskie in the spot in 
order to let the convention have 
a look at him as a Vice Presi- 
dential possibility. The Presi- 
dent's man got the job. 


Before the convention actually 
stated, Boggs got three phone 
calls from LBJ, the last one at 
1:30 A.M., Saturday, asking him 
to come back to Washington to 
confer. Boggs complied, along 
with Senator Jennings Randolph 
of West Virginia, chairman of 
the "riot" sub-committee of 
the platform committee. Offi- 
cially they came back to confer 
on the Czech crisis, though ac- 
tually they were given a special 
briefing by General William 
Westmoreland, 
former com- 


mander in Vietnam, now Army 
Chief of Staff, on the danger 
of suspending the bombing of 
North Vietnam. 
Westmoreland showed them, 
among other things, a message 
from 
General 
Creighton Ab- 


rams stating that, when bomb- 
ing had ceased, North Vietna- 
mese trucks moving south had 
increased from 150 a week to 
1,000 a week. 
PRESIDENT HIT CEILING 
Back in Chicago, a private 
task force was picked to work on 
the Vietnam plank, composed of 
Ted Sorensen, former counsel 
to President Kennedy, who in 
this case represented the Mc- 
Carthy peace forces; and David 
Ginsberg represented the Hum- 
phrey forces. 


They came up with a plank on 
Vietnam which contained the 
President's view against any 
stopping of bombing which might 
endanger American life, but 
wrapped it up in language em- 
phasizing the 
Importance of 


peace. 
To make sure the President 
approved the exact wording of 
the plank, Vice President Hum- 
phrey had a copy flown to him 
at the Texas ranch, via Charles 
Murphy, former head of CAB, 
now a trusted White House ad- 
viser. 


LBJ had had his Jet Star on 


the runway in Texas ready to 
take off for Chicago, but had 
been advised not to come, first 
by the Secret Service, second 
by Representative Boggs. Boggs 
cautioned him that his presence 
would inflame passions during 
the Vietnam debate. The Secret 
Service warned that his life 
might not be safe in Chicago. 
When Charley Murphy deliv- 
ered the text of the Vietnam 
plank at the ranch, the Presi- 
dent is reported to have hit the 
ceiling. He junked the compro- 
mise wording worked out by 
Sorensen and Ginsberg and sub- 
stituted a much briefer plank 
which endorsed the end of bomb- 
ing if American lives were not 
endangered, 
but 
eliminated 


most of the phrases regarding 
hopes for peace. 
It was this watered -down plank 


which caused such bitter debate 
and was adopted only by the 
narrow margin of 1567-3/4 to 
1041-1/4. 


COMMUNIST TACTICS 
In fairness to President John- 
son it should be noted that he 
had intelligence reports that 
young Communists and Yippies 
in Chicago planned to whip up 
the debate over Vietnam in or- 
der to influence the truce talks 
in Paris. This was the reason 
the State Department spokes- 
man issued a warning to North 
Vietnamese delegates in Paris 
to stay out of American poli- 
tics and get on with the talks. 


One intelligence report re- 
ceived in Washington and passed 
on the the President stated that 
American Communists were 
quarreling over tactics; that 
Donald Hamerquist, the party's 
coordinator, argued that street 
violence would adversely effect 
Senator 
Eugene McCarthy's 


chances at Chicago. 
But the New Left, according 
to the intelligence report, want- 
ed to rampage in the streets 
and force a confrontation with 
the police. The repercussions 
around the world, they argued, 
would demonstrate the strength 
of peace forces and help North 
Vietnamese 
negotiations 
in 


Paris. 
This was exactly what hap- 


pened. The militants staged a 
peace rally which was never 


again for the 100th time and I 
am still burning.

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TV 
News Could Be Better 


A recurrent, and justifiable, criticism of television news 
coverage is that it often is fragm entary. 
Viewers find that in 
order to gain real understanding of what has transpired in a 
situation of any complexity they must depend on reading about 
it in their newspaper. 


Obviously this is not something for a newspaper to object to. 
Newspaper people have long held—again, with solid justification— 
that daily newspaper reading is essential to a reasonably sound 
grasp of what is going on in the world. Having noted this caveat, 
we nevertheless maintain that the public would be better served 
if the television news people were more flexible and did not try 
to cram so much news into such a brief tim e. 


* commendable venture in breaking out of the format was 
m: Je the other night by one of the major TV networks. Its 
regular half-hour evening news broadcast was expanded to an 
hour. 
There was plenty of grist for the mill—film coverage of 
the Czechoslovak occupation, Pope Paul's visit to Colombia, 
Vietnamese War news, the prelim inaries of the Democratic 
national convention. Though some viewers may have felt that 
an hour of news was too much, those with a se r lews interest in 
learning about significant events m ist have applauded. 


Doubtless this approach could be justified by the network 
only when there is an exceptional flood of events. Devoting an 
hour to a thin news budget would be not only prohibitively ex- 
pensive but downright boring. The flexible use of TV news time 
cited above was, however, a gratifying effort that ought to be 
repeated.

We are not among those inclined to poke fun at astrologers. 
Though their art has its comic aspects—something it shares 
with many other serious endeavors—we content ourselves with 
saying we don't fathom this mystery, and let it go at that. 


Even the most dedicated practitioner of occult science must 
see the humor, though, in the problem presented by Vice P resi­ 
dent Humphrey. There the astrologers are, eager to predict 
Humphrey’s political fortunes according to the immutable course 
of the stars, but they're stymed by one little thing: they can't 
find a record of the exact hour and minute of his birth.

FAMILIES living in north­ 
ern 
climates hardly 
realize 
th at pinworm infections of the 
intestinal t r a c t of children 
occur with some frequency. 
Despite rigid cleanliness in the 
heme and excellent hygiene 
habits, intestinal parasites or 
worms do occur in all social 
levels. 
A t f i r s t , 
families 
a r e 
e m b arrassed 
because t h e y 
feel that it re- 
f l e c t s poorly 
on the hygiene 
in t h e home. 
It d o e s not. 
Children w i l l 
pick up these 
Dr. Coleman 
parasite infec­ 
tions at school, 
in 
the playground, 
and 
in 
camps. 
The pinworm, or Oxyuris 
Vermicularis, has no special 
regard for the social, the in­ 
tellectual, the economic, or the 
geographical position of fam­ 
ilies. 
Often, the 
symptoms 
go unnoticed for a long time 
because they are so vague. In 
southern, sub-tropical climates, 
pinworm infestations are so 
common that the condition is 
suspected in every child during 
a physical examination. 
Persistent r e c t a l itching, 
poor appetite, weakness, intes­ 
tinal discomfort, cramps and 
unexplained nausea and vomit­ 
ing suggest to physicians the 
possibility that such a parasite 
exists. The diagnosis is readily 
confirmed by microscopic ex­ 
amination of the stool. 
In order to understand the 
frequency of this condition, let 
me show how this disease can 
be transm itted from one per­ 
son to another. The eggs of 
the pinworm hatch and grow 
in the intestine. Because the 
worm is so irritating, itching 
of the rectal area becomes in­ 
tense The child then scratches 
and thus contaminates his own 
fingers and, when he eats, in- 
t r o d u c e s the egg into his 
mouth with his food and starts 
the cycle all over again. It is 
common for all members of 
the family to become contami­ 
nated. Adults who wash their 


hands before eating are less 
likely to become infected. 
There are now a number of 
excellent, s a f e anti-parasite 
medicines which effectively de­ 
stroy the parasite and cure the 
condition. In order to avoid 
further contamination, r i g i d 
sanitation must be maintained 
during treatm ent and even a f­ 
ter the condition is thought to 
be controlled. 
Children and adults m ust 
wash their hands and finger­ 
nails especially thoroughly, be­ 
fore each meal. The finger­ 
nails should be cut short and 
scrubbed with a brush after 
going to the toilet and before 
eating. 
Underclothes 
s h o u l d 
be 
changed daily and b a t h i n g 
twice a day is im portant. Each 
member of the family should 
have his cwn towel. The one 
used for the body should not 
be the same as the one used 
for drying the face. Bedclothes 
s h o u l d be laundered daily. 
Children m ust be discouraged 
from putting their hands in 
their mouths. Toys, too, m ust 
be cleaned if re-infection is to 
be avoided. 
There is no s h a m e if a 
member cf the family has this 
condition. As I stated, it oc­ 
curs on all social levels and 
energy should be devoted to 
curing the condition rather 
than pretending that it does 
not exist. It is only fair th at 
the parents of other children, 
who are playmates, should be 
alerted that pinworms exist 
and that there may be a need 
fcr careful observation.

WASHINGTON — Looking back 
over the ebb and flow, the 
mistakes, the achievements of 
the recent Democratic conven­ 
tion, the most disruptive debate 
was that over peace in Vietnam. 
It left wounds that probably 
will not heal, either before or 
after November. 
The tragedy is that it didn’t 
have to happen. 
If LBJ, sitting at his ranch 
in Texas, had taken his hands 
off the reins of the convention 
it wouldn’t have happened at all. 
But he didn’t. Instead he seem ­ 
ed more interested in vindica­ 
tion for his own Vietnam policy 
than in the election of Hubert 
Humphrey next November. 


Here is the inside story of 
what happened: 
It began when the President 
insisted that his man, Repre­ 
sentative Hale Boggs of New 
Orleans, 
head 
the 
platform 
committee, instead of Senator 
Ed Muskie of Maine, whom 
Humphrey wanted.

order to let the convention have 
a look at him as a Vice P re si­ 
dential possibility. The P re si­ 
dent’s man got the job. 
Before the convention actually 
stated, Boggs got three phone 
calls from LBJ, the last one at 
1:30 A.M., Saturday, asking him 
to come back to Washington to 
confer. Boggs complied, along 
with Senator Jennings Randolph 
of West Virginia, chairman of 
the " rio t” sub-committee of 
the platform committee. Offi­ 
cially they came back to confer 
on the Czech crisis, though ac­ 
tually they were given a special 
briefing by General William 
Westmoreland, 
former com­ 
mander In Vietnam, now Army 
Chief of Staff, on the danger 
of suspending the bombing of 
North Vietnam. 
Westmoreland showed them, 
among other things, a message 
from 
General 
Creighton Ab­ 
ram s stating that, when bomb­ 
ing had ceased, North Vietna­ 
mese trucks moving south had 
increased from 150 a week to 
1,000 a week. 


PRESIDENT HIT CEILING 
Back in Chicago, a private 
task force was picked to work on 
the Vietnam plank, composed of 
Ted Sorensen, former counsel 
to President Kennedy, who In 
this case represented the Mc­ 
Carthy peace forces; and David 
Ginsberg represented the Hum­ 
phrey forces. 
They came up with a plank on 
Vietnam which contained the 
President’s view against any 
stopping of bombing which might 
endanger American life, but 
wrapped it up in language em­ 
phasizing 
the 
importance erf 
peace. 
To make sure the President 
approved the exact wording of 
the plank, Vice President Hum­ 
phrey had a copy flown to him 
at the Texas ranch, via Charles 
Murphy, form er head of CAB, 
now a trusted White House ad­ 
viser.

Dear Ann Landers: It happened 


LBJ had had his Jet Star on 
the runway in Texas ready to 
take off for Chicago, but had 
been advised not to come, first 
by the Secret Service, second 
by Representative Boggs. Boggs 
cautioned him that his presence 
would inflame passions during 
the Vietnam debate. The Secret 
Service warned that his life 
might not be safe in Chicago. 
When Charley Murphy deliv­ 
ered the text of the Vietnam 
plank at the ranch, the P re si­ 
dent is reported to have hit the 
ceiling. He junked the compro­ 
mise wording worked out by 
Sorensen and Ginsberg and sub­ 
stituted a much briefer plank 
which endorsed the end of bomb­ 
ing if American lives were not 
endangered, 
but 
eliminated 
most of the phrases regarding 
hopes for peace. 
It was this watered-down plank 
which caused such bitter debate 
and was adopted only by the 
narrow margin of 1567-3/4 to 
1041-1/4. 


COMMUNIST TACTICS 
In fairness to President John­ 
son it should be noted that he 
had intelligence reports that 
young Communists and Yippies 
in Chicago planned to whip up 
the debate over Vietnam in o r­ 
der to influence the truce talks 
in Paris. This was the reason 
the State Department spokes­ 
man issued a warning to North 
Vietnamese delegates in Paris 
to stay out of American poli­ 
tics and get on with the talks. 
One intelligence report re ­ 
ceived in Washington and passed 
on the the President stated that

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TV News Colrid Be Better 


A recurrent, and justifiable, criticism of television news 
coverage is that it often is fragm entary. 
Viewers find that in 
order to gain real understanding of what has transpired in a 
situation of any complexity they must depend on reading about 
it in their newspaper. 


Obviously this is not something for a newspaper to object to. 
Newspaper people have long held—again, with solid justification— 
that daily newspaper reading is essential to a reasonably sound 
grasp of what is going on in the world. Having noted this caveat, 
we nevertheless maintain that the public would be better served 
if the television news people were more flexible and did not try 
to cram so much news into such a brief tim e. 


* commendable venture in breaking out of the format was 
made the other night by one of the m ajor TV networks. Its 
regular half-hour evening news broadcast was expanded to an 
hour. 
There was plenty of grist for the mill—film coverage of 
the Czechoslovak occupation, Pope Paul’s visit to Colombia, 
Vietnamese War news, the prelim inaries of the Democratic 
national convention. Though some viewers may have felt that 
an hour of news was too much, those with a serious interest in 
learning about significant events m ist have applauded. 


Doubtless this approach could be justified by the network 
only when there is an exceptional flood of events. Devoting an 
hour to a thin news budget would be not only prohibitively ex. 
pensive but downright boring. The flexible use of TV news time 
cited above was, however, a gratifying effort that ought to be 
repeated.

Though their art has its comic aspects—something it shares 
with many other serious endeavors—we content ourselves with 
saying we don’t fathom this mystery, and let it go at that.

The pinworm, or Oxyuris 
Vermicular is, has no special 
regard for the social, the in­ 
tellectual, the economic, or the 
geographical position of fam ­ 
ilies. 
Often, 
the 
symptoms 
go unnoticed for a long time 
because they are so vague. In 
southern, sub-tropical climates, 
pinworm infestations are so 
common that the condition is 
suspected in every child during 
a physical examination. 
Persistent r e c t a l itching, 
poor appetite, weakness, intes­ 
tinal discomfort, cram ps and 
unexplained nausea and vomit­ 
ing suggest to physicians the 
possibility that such a parasite 
exists. The diagnosis is readily 
confirmed by microscopic ex­ 
amination of the stool. 
In order to understand the 
frequency of this condition, let 
me show how this disease can 
be transm itted from one per­ 
son to another. The eggs of 
the pinworm hatch and grow 
in the intestine. Because the 
worm is so irritating, itching 
of the rectal area becomes in­ 
tense. The child then scratches 
and thus contam inates his own 
fingers and, when he eats, in- 
t r o d u c e s the egg into his 
mouth with his food and starts 
the cycle all over again. It is 
common for all members of 
the family to become contami- 
Adults who wash their 


hands before eating are less 
likely to become infected. 
There are now a num ber of 
excellent, s a f e anti-parasite 
medicines which effectively de­ 
stroy the parasite and cure the 
condition. In order to avoid 
further contamination, r i g i d 
sanitation must be maintained 
during treatm ent and even af­ 
ter the condition is thought to 
be controlled. 
Children and adults must 
wash their hands and finger­ 
nails especially thoroughly, be­ 
fore each meal. The finger­ 
nails should be cut short and 
scrubbed with a brush after 
going to the toilet and before 
eating. 
Underclothes s h o u l d 
be 
changed daily and b a t h i n g 
twice a day is im portant. Each 
member of the fam ily should 
have his cwn towel. The one 
used for the body should not 
be the same as the one used 
for drying the face. Bedclothes 
s h o u l d be laundered daily. 
Children must be discouraged 
from putting their hands in 
their mouths. Toys, too, must 
be cleaned if re-infection is to 
be avoided. 
There is no s h a m e if a 
member cf the family has this 
condition. As I stated, it oc­ 
curs on all social levels and 
energy should be devoted to 
curing the condition rather 
than pretending th a t it does 
not exist. It is only fair that 
the parents of other children, 
who are playmates, should be 
alerted that pinworms exist 
and that there may be a need 
fcr careful observation.

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never been a secure dogma of 
democratic faith that the man 
who does well in the prefereiw 
tial prim aries should automati­ 
cally be nominated.

What was

If the brutality of the police­ 
men was merely that —brutal­ 
ity of individual policemen who 
should by all means be disciplin­ 
ed, and if brazenly guilty, dis­ 
missed from the force—that 
scandal is hardly of an order 
that justifies the dissolution of 
the Democratic Party, or of 
charges that the conventionwas 
not democratic. If the behavior 
of the policemen was some­ 
thing worse; if it was a re­ 
flection of systematic totalit­ 
arian corruption 
by Mayor 
Daley, then surely the ques­ 
tion should have arisen, how 
come Mayor Daley was the fav­ 
orite mayor of John Kennedy and 
Bobby Kennedy? Where has the 
press been, 
lo these many 
years, during which he has 
been building his Fascistic sat­ 
rapy? 
Unconvincing. 
And while we 
are at it, was Mayor Daley’s 
manipulation of the Illinois del­ 
egation less obvious than, say 
Boss Unruh’s over the Cali­ 
fornia delegation? 
But 
we 
weren’t cross at him, were 
we? Because Unruh was with the 
good guys. 
a nd the good guys in Chicago, 
and that is the point of the 
whole thing, were the guys who 
held a particular, narrow point 
of view concerning the war in 
Vietnam. They and their cand­ 
idate Eugene McCarthy were the 
lodestone of morality. Every­ 
thing in Chicago, from police 
brutality to defective air coi* 
ditioning, was construed as an 
anti-democratic plot. Because 
the crusaders by definition sup­ 
posed that anything that conspir­ 
ed against their victory was 
anti-moral, anti-democratic. So 
that they left the amphitheater 
searching for conventional rea­ 
sons to justify their fractious­ 
ness; in the case of some erf 
them, to justify their departure 
from the Democratic Party. 
They are entitled their way, 
but the Democrats who nominat­ 
ed Humphrey, who resist unilat­ 
eral withdrawal from Vietnam, 
who don’t believe that irrup­ 
tions of hippy idealism are the 
source of political wisdom— 
they are entitled to make their 
case calmly, that Humphrey was 
fairly nominated, in context of 
American practice; that Mc­ 
Carthy had a great 1 tearing; 
and that the inference 
that 
America 
is foul for 
having 
chosen the one over the other, 
is no more than hippy-talk; silly, 
m'schievous.

WASHINGTON - Looking back 
over the ebb and flow, the 
mistakes, the achievements of 
the recent Democratic conven­ 
tion, the most disruptive debate 
was that over peace in Vietnam. 
It left wounds that probably 
will not heal, either before or 
after November. 
The tragedy is that it didn’t 
have to happen. 
If LBJ, sitting at his ranch 
in Texas, had taken his hands 
off the reins of the convention 
it wouldn’t have happened at all. 
But he didn’t. Instead he seem ­ 
ed more interested in vindica­ 
tion for his own Vietnam policy 
than in the election of Hubert 
Humphrey next November. 


Here is the Inside story of 
what happened: 
It began when the President 
insisted that his man, Repre­ 
sentative Hale Boggs of New 
Orleans, 
head 
the 
platform 
committee, instead of Senator 
Ed Muskie of Maine, whom 
Humphrey 
wanted. 
Botts 
is 
highly 
competent, but 
HHH 
wanted Muskie in the spot in 
order to let the convention have 
a look at him as a Vice P re si­ 
dential possibility. The P re si­ 
dent’s man got the job. 
Before the convention actually 
stated, Boggs got three phone 
calls from LBJ, the last one at 
1:30 A.M., Saturday, asking him 
to come back to Washington to 
confer. Boggs complied, along 
with Senator Jennings Randolph 
of West Virginia, chairman of 
the “ riot” sub-committee of 
the platform committee. Offi­ 
cially they came back to confer 
on the Czech crisis, though ac­ 
tually they were given a special 
briefing by General william 
Westmoreland, 
former com­ 
mander in Vietnam, now Army 
Chief of Staff, cm the danger 
of suspending the bombing of 
North Vietnam. 
Westmoreland showed them, 
among other things, a message 
from 
General 
Creighton Ab­ 
ram s stating that, when bomb­ 
ing had ceased, North Vietna­ 
mese trucks moving south had 
increased from 150 a week to 
1,000 a week. 


PRESIDENT HIT CEILING 
Back in Chicago, a private 
task force was picked to work on 
the Vietnam plank, composed oí 
Ted Sorensen, former counsel 
to President Kennedy, who in 
this case represented the Mc­ 
Carthy peace forces; and David 
Ginsberg represented the Hum­ 
phrey forces. 
They came up with a plank on 
Vietnam which contained the 
President’s view against any 
stopping of bombing which might 
endanger American life, but 
wrapped it up in language em ­ 
phasizing 
the 
importance of 
peace. 
To make sure the President 
approved the exact wording of 
the plank, Vice President Hum­ 
phrey had a copy flown to him 
at the Texas ranch, via Charles 
Murphy, form er head of CAB, 
now a trusted White House ad­ 
viser. 


LBJ had had his Jet Star on 
the runway in Texas ready to 
take off for Chicago, but had 
been advised not to come, first 
by the Secret Service, second 
by Representative Boggs. Boggs 
cautioned him that his presence 
would inflame passions during 
the Vietnam debate. The Secret 
Service warned that his life 
might not be safe in Chicago. 
When Charley Murphy deliv­ 
ered the text of the Vietnam 
plank at the ranch, the P re si­ 
dent is reported to have hit the 
ceiling. He junked the compro­ 
mise wording worked out by 
Sorensen and Ginsberg and sub­ 
stituted a much briefer plank 
which endorsed the end of bomb­ 
ing if American lives were not 
endangered, 
but 
eliminated 
most of the phrases regarding 
hopes for peace. 
It was this watered-down plank 
which caused such bitter debate 
and was adopted only by the 
narrow margin of 1567-3/4 to 
1041-1/4. 


COMMUNIST TACTICS 
In fairness to President John­ 
son it should be noted that he 
had intelligence reports that 
young Communists and Yippies 
in Chicago planned to whip up 
the debate over Vietnam in o r­ 
der to influence the truce talks 
in Paris. This was the reason 
the State Department spokes­ 
man issued a warning to North 
Vietnamese delegates in Paris 
to stay out of American poli­ 
tics and get on with the talks. 
One intelligence report re ­ 
ceived in Washington and passed 
on the the President stated that 
American 
Communists 
were 
quarreling over tactics; 
that 
Donald Hamerquist, the party’s 
coordinator, argued that street 
violence would adversely effect 
Senator 
Eugene 
McCarthy's 
chances at Chicago. 
But the New Left, according 
to the intelligence report, want­ 
ed to rampage in the streets 
and force a confrontation with 
the police. The repercussions 
around the world, they argued, 
would demonstrate the strength 
of peace forces and help North 
Vietnamese 
negotiations 
in 
Paris. 
This was exactly what hap­ 
pened. The militants staged a 
peace rally which was never 


intended to be peaceful. They 
waved red flags, shouted ob­ 
scenities, and deliberately pro­ 
voked clashes in front of TV 
cam eras. 
The traditional Communists 
were right, in that violence in 
the streets did not help Mc­ 
Carthy. The sight of bearded, 
ragged youths waving red flags 
and hate-Humphrey flags prob­ 
ably helped Humphrey. What ef­ 
fect it had cm Hanoi remains 
to be seen. 
McCarthy, of course, had no­ 
thing to do with those who sought 
to exploit his candidacy. 
INTERESTING PHONE CALL 
Perhaps the most interesting 
private telephone call of the 
Democratic convention was re ­ 
ceived by Vice President Hum­ 
phrey 
from 
Hyannis 
Port, 
Mass., on Tuesday, one day be­ 
fore the nominations, just as 
the Kennedy boom reached its 
height. 
Sen. Teddy 
Kennedy, 
sole surviving male member of 
the Kennedy family, was on the 
line. 
“ I want to read you a state­ 
ment I am planning to make,” 
he informed the Vice President. 
“ Before you read it,” replied 
Humphrey, “ I want to say 
something.” 
He then told Kennedy of the 
high regard he had for him and 
expressed the very sincere hope 
that he might accept the Vice 
Presidential nomination. 
Sen. Kennedy thanked him but 
declined. He mentioned his ob­ 
ligation to the Kennedy family, 
inherited from his late broth­ 
ers. 
Humphrey then said that as 
his second choice for V ice-Pre­ 
sident he was considering Ser- 
gent Shriver, now ambassador 
to France and a Kennedy bro­ 
ther-in-law . Humphrey added 
that he had heard the Kennedy 
family had some objections. He 
said he did not want to pick 
Shriver if this was the case. 
Humphrey did not go into de­ 
tail, but he had in mind the re ­ 
ported Kennedy line of succes­ 
sion and the opposition of the 
family to having Shriver get in 
the way of having Teddy run 
for President later. 
Sen. 
Kennedy 
indicated to 
Humphrey in reply that the 
Kennedy veto on Shriver had 
not been withdrawn.
